ED TORIAL 


IT might be a useful exercise for the 
National Soccer League to have 
another look at the import of “guest” 
players. 

And the first question that should be 
casked and answered is... does Aus- 
tralia need guest players? 

In theory, the guest player idea 
makes a lot of sense. 

Ifa club can bring a top guest from 
overseas — for instance a player like 
Paolo Rossi or Karl-Heinz Rummenig- 
ge — and pay him a fee of around 
$4,000 per match plus travel and 
hotel expenses, it could represent a 
sound business deal. 

Providing the player is important 
enough, he would add, say, 5,000 
spectators to the match attendances. 


$5 a head, the gross additional in- 
come would be $25,000 at each 
home game. : 

Obviously these sort of figures in- 
spired the move to bring guest players 
here: but something seems to have 
gone wrong somewhere. 

The majority of clubs which have 
experimented with guest players have 
had their fingers burned. 

In the past week or two, we have 
seen evidence of this. 

Marconi arranged to bring Mateo 
Colucci and Rene Colusso here as 
guests, hoping their Italian back- 
ground would lure Italian migrant 
spectators back to the games at Mar- 
coni Stadium. 

At the last minute, Colucci pulled 
out.of the deal because of difficulty in 
getting a clearance from his Italian 
club. 

Colusso did get here but, like Coluc- 
ci, he also ran into problems over a 


clearance. Colusso had to accept the 
role of spectator in the match against 
St George in which he hoped to play. 

Adelaide City also had some Italian 
problems recently. 

They imported two players, Nello 
Scarpa and Tommaso Talarico, who, 
despite looking useful when they first 
arrived, were no world-beaters. 

In their last outing last Sunday, the 
pair brought the verdict from ASW's 
Tom McKain that they will not be 
missed. 

McKain also suggested another 
Adelaide City guest, Graziano Tavoni, 
will not be asked to stay. 

Sydney clubs have dabbled in the 
guest player market several times 
over the years without really hitting a 
winner. 

Charlie George, who came here 
with a big reputation when he was in 
his prime, finished up as a substitute 
on St George’s bench! 


A few guests have delivered the 
goods. For instance, Mick Channon, 
was quite popular with Newcastle KB 
United and Craig Johnston, with the 
same club, was always value for 
money when he came to this country. 

The major problem is the true sta- 
ture of the guest stars. 

Let's be honest — some of them are 
anything but star material and even 
some of the big names come just for 
an expenses-paid holiday. 

It would help if the NSL laid down 
guidelines on the quality of imports 
_.. for instance accepting only play- 
ers who have played a minimum six 
full international matches for their 
countries. 

But perhaps the solution to the 
problem is even simpler. Maybe a 
complete ban on guest players is the 
answer. 

We do not think Australian Soccer 
would suffer if this happened.

And if there is a profit 
where will the cash go? 

The NSL has deman- 
ded that in future it be 
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kept informed by prom- 
oters, or whoever, ab- 
out the. organisation 
and plans for competi- 
tions involving touring 
teams and the Soc- 
ceroos. 

It is also asking for 
guaranteed compensa- 
tion for loss of revenue. 

This all sounds good, 
but it would be wise to 
find out now if these 
tours are money- 
spinners or at least if 
there will be any cash 
left for the ASF and the 
NSL after expenses are 
met. 

Getting back to the 
NSL, it is great to know 
the ASF and the NSL 
are chums again. 

But not every club is 
like West Adelaide 
which raised $148,000 
through its “Miss Hel- 
las” quest. 

Nor is every club like 
Sydney City with a be- 
nevolent parent body 
which pours money out 
of its poker machines 
into the Soccer section 
which struggles to at- 
tract 1,000 fans to home 
matches. 

Obviously there are 
other clubs in much 
worse positions, and 
while they may all be 
able to raise $20,000, 
unless they get indi- 


-vidual sponsorship — 


or the league is spon- 
sored — the NSL must 
eventually die. 


OPTIONS 
FOR NSL 
CLUBS

AN interstate Soccer series, along the lines of Cricket’s 
Shefield Shield, could be introduced next year. 


The series, to be play- 
ed over four weekends 
through the season and 
culminating in a nation- 
al final, is part of prop- 
osal “B” — one of four 
options for 1985 being 
considered by the Na- 
tional League clubs and 
Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration. 

Under proposal “B”, 
the present NSL format 
would be relatively un- 
changed, but the Inter 
and Intra Conference 
challenges would be 
scrapped. 

That would give a 22- 
round NSL season, 
leaving at least four 
weekends to play inter- 
state matches without 
exceeding the length of 
this year’s season. 

The interstate ties, 
which would involve 
six States — including 
non-NSL States Tas- 
mania and Western 
Australia — would be 
spaced evenly through 
the season, to replace 
the conference chal- 
lenges. 


Each State would 
play the others once 
with the top two teams 
at the end of the round- 
robin clashing in a final 
— possibly over home 
and away legs. 

According to NSL 
quotes, the acceptance 
of proposal “B’” would 
cost the clubs $12,700 
each in affiliation fees, 
leaving State Federa- 
tions to finance the in- 
terstate series. 

The NSL clubs paid 
$20,000 affiliation this 
year, although that is 
likely to be about 
$30,000 if the League is 
not reimbursed over 
the West-Nally sponsor- 
ship wrangle. 


The other alterna- 
tives being considered 
by NSL clubs are: 

Proposal “A” — leay- 
ing the format un- 
changed from this sea- 
son (estimated cost: 
$19,000 per club). 

Proposal ‘'C’? — re- 
taining the present con- 
ferences but changing 
the draw to proper 
home and away ties 
therefore doing away 
with the complex sys- 
tem of playing teams in 
the other division (esti- 
mated cost: $12,800). 

Proposal “D” — a re- 


‘structuring of the con- 


ferences into a 14-team 
eastern division and a 
10-team southern divi- 
sion (estimated cost: 
$13,300 per club). 


While Queensland 
has enthusiastically 
supported proposal 
“B’’ and South Aus- 
tralia also is believed to 
be very interested, 
proposal “D” is gaining 
most support from NSL 
officials and Sydney 
club heavyweights. 

That trend is under- 
standable. 

The Brisbane and 
Adelaide “sides play a 
mixture of teams from 
around the country and 
would have the majori- 
ty of their players invol- 
ved in any State team 
selected. 

But some NSL clubs, 
particularly those 
which would provide 
none or very few play- 
ers to their State side, 
are unenthusiastic ab- 
out weekends off 
through the season for 
the interstate games 
and therefore have 
shied away from prop- 
osal “B”. 

They prefer proposal 


“D”, which would see 
the two Queensland 
teams drafted into the 

Sydney-based Austra- 
lian division for a home 
and away, 26-match 14- 
team league. 

The 10 remaining 
Melbourne and 
Adelaide sides would 
play three rounds, giy- 
ing them a 27-match 
season. 


The ‘‘spare’” weekend 
for the Brisbane and 
Sydney teams would be 
allocated to an annual

THIS letter should real- 
ly be sent to one of the 
daily Brisbane papers, 
but there would be no 
hope of it being pub- 
lished.
